week, he says. 

The general public has not been overlooked 
either, he adds, and in addition to the public 
forum that was held weeks ago, AYF has 22 
meetings scheduled to circulate the answers the 
public wants. 

But many of AYF’s answers only go so far. 
The transportation issue has only a tentative 
solution provided by AYF about a possible bus 
route. Larsen says the group can outline the 
plan only so far without knowing whether the 
building will be built. And in response to those 
who have questioned whether the youth center 
should actually be a community center, AYF 
says the building will be constructed with the 
option of expansion kept in mind. 

“There’s always another question,” he says. 
“But sooner or later it becomes a matter of the 
heart and vision.” 

In the remaining four and a half weeks 
before the November Special Town Meeting, 
Larsen says AYF intends to get out to the public 
as many of the details they have as they can. 
“We're certainly not trying to be obtuse,” he 
says. The group plans to print answers to the 
biggest questions that have continued to surface 
in the Townsman. These issues include trans- 
portation, location and operating costs. Still, 
there is no way to tell how many details are 
enough to satisfy the public, Larsen says. 

As a former selectman, Larsen says the 
details AYF can provide should be enough to 
satisfy the current board of selectmen, because 
the idea of a youth center is not a new issue to 
town government. 

“The youth center is not new to the boards of 
selectmen,” Larsen says. “The board I sat at was

and parents. 

The team will then prepare a 
report for the superintendent and 
School Committee, and the school 
district will be given time to pre 
pare a response. Both the depart- 
ment’s report and the school dis- 
tricts’ response will be available to 
the public upon request, said 
McGrath. 

McGrath says that anyone 
wishing to be interviewed by the 
audit team should contact the 
state, or her own office at 623-8506 
by next Wednesday, Oct. 18, to 
leave their name and telephone 
number.

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Hockey rink decision pending from Planning Board 
What compromise proposal will Phillips, neighbors net? 


By Rebecca Piro 

After a lengthy hearing on the Phillips 
Academy hockey-rink project closed last 
Wednesday, Oct. 4, the planning director 
said a decision by the Planning Board 
could still be a long time coming. 

Both the academy and the members of 
the neighborhood surrounding it are 
hopeful that the Planning Board will keep 
their needs in mind while deliberating 
these next few weeks. 

It looks like a compromise could be 
reached, as board members agreed that 
approval of the project is possible, with 
conditions attached to protect the neigh- 
borhood. 

For about five months, a group called 
the Neighbors of Phillips Academy has 
communicated its concerns about the 
project, including traffic and access-ways 
to the rinks, lighting, hours of operation 
and screening. PA officials say they have 
heard the Neighbors’ concerns and taken 
them into consideration, just as the board 
has. 

“This process is about balance,” said 


Highland Road residents look

What is dark brown with golden-yel- 
low and orange spots all over? Answer: 
clemmys guttata. This is not a Hal- 
loween monster, but the species name 
for the spotted turtle — a turtle some 
Highland Road-area residents hope is 
powerful enough to stop development 
in their area. 

This past summer, Andover High 
graduate Michael Jones discovered two 
spotted turtles on the 21-acre parcel of 
land formerly owned by Ruth Sellers 
Hooper of 167 Highland Road. Jones 
sent documentation in late September 
to the Natural Heritage Program, 
which could identify the property as an 
“estimated habitat,’ as it is called 
under the Massachusetts Wetland Pro- 
tections Act, said Bill Davis, Natural 
Heritage Program biologist. 

Under the Endangered Species Act 
the spotted turtle is categorized as a 
“special concern,” a native species suf: 
fering a population decline that could 
threaten it, if it continues unchecked. 

“Concerned neighbors,” a self-titled 
group of Highland Road neighbors and 
Andover community members, is hop- 
ing that these spotted-turtle sightings 
will aid in its struggle to fight real- 
estate development and Andover’s 
sewer-system proposals near their 
homes. Members, who previously 
sought to buy the Sellers land them- 
selves to prevent development, now say 
development could be a direct threat to 
the survival of the wetland habitats 
and the variety of species that call the 
Sellers property home. 


PA Director of Facilities Michael 
Williams. “It is balancing the needs of a 
neighborhood and the school’s perspec 
tive. The Planning Board's responsibility 
is to find that balance. This 
takes a long time.” 

Neighbors member Sue 
Willis agrees that both parties 
tried hard to reach a consensus 
on the project. She hopes that 
the board will make recom- 
mendations to lessen the 
impact on the neighborhood as 
much as possible. 

“It’s a big project, and really 
unprecedented in a residential 
neighborhood of this size,” she 
said. 

Willis is most concerned 
about the planned Main Street 
access, which both the town’s 
and the school’s traffic consul- 
tants agreed is the safest one for cars and 
pedestrians. 

But the consultants projected that 
intersection to be an F-rating at peak traf- 


History: Sellers and buyers 

In 1920, Mable Sellers died, leaving 
her 17th-century farmhouse and 21 
acres in a trust to her 10 children. Ruth 
Sellers Hooper was the last living bene- 
ficiary of this trust. After her death in 
1999. the 11 Sellers grandchildren 
decided to sell the estate wholesale to 
the highest bidder under a sealed-bid 
process. Ruth Sellers’s neighbors said 
they brainstormed to find a way to buy 
this open land near to their properties. 

A core group of neighbors hired a 
surveyor to conduct a wetlands study 
to see what areas are buildable, and 
spent this April and May pooling their 
contributions to make a competitive 
bid. 

Neighbor Doug Johnson said, “We 
had a big neighborhood meeting where 
we sent fliers out to the whole neigh- 
borhood. Thirty-five people showed up; 
they added $25,000 to our bid. It was 
really amazing, this whole process 
pulled the neighborhood together.” 

The neighbors also enlisted the help 
of Andover’s conservation department, 
the Andover Village Improvement 
Society, and the Trust for Public Land 
to help raise the funds to purchase the 
wetlands and the farmhouse. Like 
other bidders, this conservationist 
crew faced a May 31 deadline. 

“It was difficult because the other 
developers were one entity with deep 
pockets, and we needed total agreement 
amongst everyone, and so that was a 
challenge,” said Johnson. 

As estate lawyer David Bernardin 
opened each sealed bid for the Sellers

The board has 90 days to deliberate, 
according to the site-plan special-permit 
process That leaves a deadline for a deci 
sion in January of 2001.

Spot check 

“During the wetlands survey, we 
found this spotted turtle, a little fluke, 
an amazing thing,” said Doug Johnson 
Michael Jones, who had previously fol 
lowed the documentation 
record a vernal pool in Andover, has 
photographed the spotted creature and 
submitted the required information to 
NHP. 

If a state biologist determines this 
was a genuine spotted-turtle sighting 
on the Sellers estate, the NHP would 
include that area as an “estimated 
habitat,” and then document and map 
the area for Andover’s conservation 
department's Any development 
plans proposed for the area would 
require a comment from NHP. 

“We would take into consideration 
what would be in the best interest of 
the habitat and the spotted turtle and 
then the town’s conservation depart 
ment usually releases an order of con 
ditions,” said Davis. An example of an 
order of conditions would be requiring 
a developer to create buffer zones 
around a development. 

“If this is one report, it could just 
mean that the turtle is moving. If this 
turns out to be one in a long list of 
reports, then that just adds to the credi-

If not turtle, sewer

Road area say they also have another issue to 
contend with Andover’s proposed sewer 
system. “The sewer system and the develop- 
ment of the property are separate but related 
issues. If no development went in there [the 
Sellers estate], we're still threatened by the 
sewer system going through,” said concerned 
neighbor Bob Knapp of Woodland Road. 

Andover has approved sewer construction 
in the Rogers Brook area. 

“It's not prudent to disturb the wetlands: 
it's too delicate of an area. There’s a habitat 
for endangered species there,” claimed 
Knapp. Knapp and other residents are wor-

ried that the depressed sewer system cutting 
through the wetlands will eventually drain 
the area and neighboring wetlands. 

They have submitted a petition signed by 
25 Andover residents to Secretary of Environ- 
mental Affairs Robert Durand to prevent the 
sewer line from cutting through the 16-acre 
wetland area of the Sellers property. Instead, 
the petitioners requested that a pumping sta- 
tion be utilized. “The public works should use 
the alternative plan which they’ve already 
engineered and used on Robandy Road, 
which is pumping stations that pump the 
sewerage up the road,” said Doug Knapp. 

While waiting until 2001 for the Natural 
Heritage Program to assess, document, and 
map the turtle sightings, and for the Execu- 
tive Office of Environmental Affairs to 
respond to the pumping station sewer peti- 
tion, Johnson remains optimistic about pre- 
serving some of the estate. 

“We have a few irons in the fire to save the 
wetland. We understand that part of the land, 
the dry lots on the front could be developed, 
but we don’t want to see the sewer line go 
right through the area, destroy the habitat, 
drain the wetlands, and kill the spotted tur- 
tle,” he said.

take the wallboard with the Z 
Brick on it off of the wall, rip 
ping it back to the studs, then 
re-cover the wall with new 
gypsum board. This sounds 
harder and more radical than 
it is. 

Be careful not to damage 
any wires that might be in the 
wall cavity. Also, be sure to 
wear eye protection and a res- 
pirator or dust mask during 
the job. 

Although removing the Z- 
Brick is somewhat messy, the 
job should go relatively fast. 
Since there is only one wall 
with Z-Brick, cover the wall 
and remove the mess all with- 
in a half a day's work. 

Any other removal method 
will not give the wall the 
smooth surface necessary for 
wallpapering.

Answer: First, check that 
the ice does, in fact, melt when 
your unit is in its automatic 
defrost cycle. Open the door 
and see if water runs down the 
tube at the back. Then, inspect 
to be sure that the water pas 
sages from the freezer section 
are clear. Remove any food or 
packaging material that may 
be obstructing the water pas 
sages. 

Remove the cover over the 
defroster mechanism and 
check for a blocked hose. You 
can run a flexible wire care 
fully into the tube to help 
remove any _ obstructions. 
While the cover is opened, 
check the defrost-unit action 
by advancing the _ defrost 
timer. Rotate the dial clock 
wise. 

The fact that your refriger- 
ator runs frequently could 
indicate that fan, coils, and 
compressor need cleaning. 
You may also have a low 
Freon level. Check this and 
add Freon if the level is too 


low 


Question: What is the rea 
son for the warning about 
using specific maximum 
wattage (such as 60-watt) bulbs 
in lamps and fixtures? 

Answer: The reason for 
such warnings is to minimize 
the chance of heat buildup and 
fire that can result if you use a 
higher wattage bulb in that fix 
ture. Recessed and _ flush 
mounted ceiling light fixtures 
are especially at risk from this 
problem because there is no 
circulation around the fixture 
to cool the bulb. Some installa 
tions use a cover that traps 
heat from the bulb. Additional 
ly, the bulb itself lies flat 
against the metal base, which 
in many attached 
directly to acoustic tile.

Question: The ceiling in 
our living room is in pretty 
bad shape. Rather than go to 
the great expense of fixing it, 


we plan to install a lowered 
ceiling. Are there any guide 
lines as to ceiling height? 


Answer: The height of a 
new ceiling should be no less 
than 7 feet 6 inches. In some 
feet 6 inches is 
acceptable under beams or 
bay windows. You can con 
struct a slightly lower ceiling 
in a kitchen, provided at least 
half of it is at least 7 feet 6 
inches. 

In a roof space, the ceiling 
height should be a minimum 
of 7 feet 6 inches for at least 
half the area of the room. 
However, this area might not 
represent the whole floor. 
Mark all of the sloping ceil 
ings to the desirable mini 
mum height above the floor, 
then use a plumb line to 
mark the floor directly 
below. The area of the floor 
within the marked lines rep 
resents the actual area used 
to calculate the ceiling

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How to use electrical extension cords safely 


Extension cords, with 
their ability to bring any 
appliance or lamp within 
easy reach of an electrical 
outlet, are one of the most 
convenient products in the 
home. But, when they are 
misused, they can also be a 
source of potential danger. 

The U.S. Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission esti- 
mates that some 3,000 people 
are treated each year for 
injuries associated with 
extension cords. In addition, 
the CPSC reports _ that 
improperly functioning 
extension cords cause 5,000 
residential fires annually. 

While extension cords are 
an invaluable convenience, 
it's important to use them 
properly. But what does that 
entail? Here are some tips 
from the Leviton Institute: 

* Never run extension 
cords through walls, under 
rugs or furniture or across 
doorways; 

* Never try to repair a 
damaged extension cord with 
electrical tape; replace it 
instead; 

* Never overload an exten- 
sion cord. If any part of the 
cord feels warm to the touch, 
the cord is drawing too much 
power and could present a 
fire or shock hazard; 

* Never cut off the ground 
pin to connect a three-prong 
appliance cord to a two-wire 
extension cord or recepta- 
cle; 

* Replace older extension 
cords if one of the prongs in 
the plug is not "polarized." 
In a_ polarized plug, one 
prong will be wider than the 
other; 

* Do not allow extension 
cords to dangle from coun- 
ters or table tops, where 
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someone could accidentally 


pull them down or trip over 


them; 

* Always plug an appli- 
ance into the extension cord 
before plugging the extension 
cord into a wall receptacle. 
Also, make sure the appli- 
ance is off before plugging it 
in; 

* When disconnecting an 
extension cord, always pull 
from the plug, never pull on 
the cord itself; 

* Cover unused outlets on 
the extension cord to prevent 
children from making con- 
tact with a live circuit; 

* Before buying any exten- 
sion cord, check the product 
and its packaging to ensure 
that the product has been list 
ed by a nationally recognized 
laboratory, such as Under- 
writers Laboratories or 
Canadian Standards Associa- 
tion; 

* Use special, heavy-duty 
extension cords for  high- 
wattage appliances, such as 
air conditioners, portable 
electric heaters and freezers; 

* When placing furniture 
or an appliance directly up 
against a wall where a cord is 
plugged into a receptacle, use 
a low-profile type of plug. 
These plugs will let the appli- 
ance or furniture get closer 
to the wall, and there is less 
chance of the plug coming 


loose; and 
* Outside of the home, use 
extension cords designed 


expressly for outdoor use. 

Following this advice will 
go a long way to ensure that 
your extension cords will 
always be used in a safe, effi- 
cient manner.

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Careful planning required 

As you design your deck, you should 
take into account how you plan to use it. It 
is a whole lot easier to incorporate your 
ideas into the deck's design before con- 
struction than to realize after the deck has 
been completed that it really doesn't meet 
your needs. Some important things to con- 
sider include:

* How about a ramp? 

* Have you thought about an overhead 
structure? 

* Would planter boxes be an attractive 
addition? 

* Do you have trees in the area where 
the deck will be built? 


* Have you considered lights for 
evening entertaining? 

* Would built-in benches meet your 
needs? 

* Are you restricted on placement 


and/or height of the deck? 
A deck should reflect your own person- 


ality, help satisfy your needs and wants 
and, most importantly, not detract from 


the aesthetics or resale value of the home. 
Rather, it should add to that value when 
the time to sell comes. Close attention 
needs to be paid to attractively incorporate 
the deck to its surrounding environment. 


Gazebos 

Gazebos can add a touch of class to any 
deck, but they are not the easiest struc- 
tures to build. CaddCon Designs can help 
with your own design, or you can pur- 
chase plans they've designed for decks, 
gazebos and screened porches. All of their 
plans include a materials list, instruc- 
tions, construction details and footer, 
framing, decking and handrail plans. 


Landscaping 

Attractive and appropriate landscaping 
should not be overlooked as you plan your 
deck and once your deck has been com- 
pleted. Not only will landscaping enhance 
the deck and provide you with a great 
sense of accomplishment, but you and 
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your friends and relatives will 
be treated to an environment 
worth viewing from your deck. 

As I mentioned before, a 
gazebo can enhance a deck, but 
it doesn't necessarily have to be 
built on top of or connected to 
the deck. If you have the room, 
how about setting a gazebo out 
and away from your deck to 
create a special place a pri- 
vate little getaway? 

Have you considered 
installing a pond and/or water- 
fall to really capture that out- 
door feeling? If you have trees, 
don't be afraid to build the deck 
around them. You can always 
build a bench around at least 
one of the trees. Nothing looks 
more comfortable than a bench 


around a big old maple tree. Of 


course, it can be quite roman- 
tic on a= starry summer 
evening. If you do decide to 
incorporate a tree or two, be 
sure to allow enough room 
between the tree and the main 
framework. Placing two rows 
of 2-by- 6 decking boards in an 
octagon shape around the tree 
will allow you to remove a row 
as the tree matures. 


Lighting and other electrical 
concerns 

Your deck looks so grand 
during the day — but is it use- 
ful after nightfall? Have you 
thought about lighting? Light- 
ing can play a major role in the 
performance of the deck and 
how it can be used at night. 
Lighting is not only functional 
but also brings out the beauty 
of the deck. Also, any deck 
accessories (toys) you choose to 
use most likely will require 
electricity. Some accessories 
could include: 

* Radio or stereo equipment; 

* "Bug zapper"; 

* Hot tub; 

* Lighting (spot or flood- 
lights); 

* Rotisserie for the barbecue; 
and 

* Timer. 

Some of the items may be 
hard-wired (direct) or require 
receptacles, so plan to run 120

volt, 240 volt or both. Include 
enough receptacles to cover 
these items without the use of 
an extension cord. Also, 
include a switch to activate 
some of the receptacles, e.g., for 
the bug zapper. Incorporate 
appropriate wiring and recep 
tacles during the design stage, 
so wires can be concealed in 
the framing with conduits 
(polyvinyl chloride or metal) or 
buried using underground 
fused cable at least 1 foot 
underground. Be sure to check 
the local electrical codes con- 
cerning electrical installation. 

Receptacles need to be 
placed in outlet boxes approved 
for outdoor use, i.e., watertight. 
The outlet box covers need gas- 
kets and the receptacles them- 
selves ground fault circuit 
interrupters, of course 
should have a_ spring-loaded 
cover with a gasket or a weath- 
erproof outlet cover. I am a 
firm believer that an electri- 
cian should be hired for this 
part of the job. Besides, your 
state may require a_ licensed 
electrician. 


Low-voltage lighting 
Low-voltage lighting can 
enhance the natural beauty of 
the home, driveway, sidewalks, 
gardens and finished deck. 
Consider using low-voltage out 
door lighting. In fact, this is 
something you can do on your 
own. A_ low-voltage outdoor 
lighting system can have a dra- 
matic impact on a_ home's 
appearance. According to Phil 
L. Kinzer, marketing manager 
for Intermatic Malibu, a com- 
pany specializing in low-volt- 
age systems, setting the proper 
"lightscaping mood" isn't as dif- 
ficult as one might think. Mr. 
Kinzer recommends that you 
select one or two focal points to 
highlight, such as a tree, path- 
way, flower bed, etc. Then, he 
suggests using a variety of 
lighting techniques, such as 
downlighting, uplighting, and 
crosslighting, to achieve spe- 
cial effects.

Know your window components 

To further increase the benefits of triple- 
pane windows, there are five basic window com- 
ponents that home buyers should understand, 
including 

* Sash and frame — Polyvinyl chloride is the 
leading sash and frame material in North Amer- 
ica and is the choice of high-performance win- 
dow manufacturers. The thermal performance 
of wood remains high, while aluminum and 
fiberglass offer less thermal performance; 

* Glass - With the market now 30 percent to 
40 percent Low-E glass, both hard and soft coat- 
ings are available; 

* Air space dimension - The most beneficial 
air space dimensions in IG windows are nine- 
sixteenths of an inch to five-eighths of an inch, 
with an overall thickness of three-fourths of an 
inch to 1 inch. When thickness increases, ther- 
mal performance tends to decline; 

+ Conductivity of gas - When used with Low- 
E glass, thermal performance is improved when 
the IG window's cavity is filled with argon or 
other heavy gases, such as krypton; and 

+ Warm-edge spacers — The spacer materials 
improve thermal performance by reducing heat 
flow through the perimeter of the window and 
minimizing condensation.

and shakes 


From the saltboxes that dot the north- 
eastern shoreline to California's ornate Vic- 
torians, wood shakes and shingles are part 
of America's past. Whether the traditional 
square butt or the multi-patterned, fancy- 
cut variety, it's hard to beat the beauty of 
this natural, textured siding. 

Historically, shakes and shingles were 
made from many types of wood, including 
cedar, redwood, oak, cypress, pine spruce 
and fir. Although they are still made from a 
variety of species — particularly on some of 
the more sophisticated architectural 
restoration jobs — cedar is the most com- 
mon wood used for today's shakes and shin- 
gles. 

Shingles are machine-sawed into 
smooth, tapered boards that range in size 
from about 3 or 4 inches wide to more than 
16 inches wide. Shakes, on the other hand, 
are hand-split with a steel-bladed froe, then 
sawed in half, which gives them their 
rough surface and flat, smooth back. 

The traditional way to install shakes and 
Shingles is called single coursing. Each 
piece of siding is attached so that it covers 
about half of the one below it. Only two 
nails are used to secure each shake or shin- 
gle, and they are spaced so that the follow- 
ing course covers them. This is the com- 
mon way homes were shingled on the East 
Coast. 

Siding with double courses is the way to 
achieve deeper shadow lines and wide 
weather exposures, from 12 inches to 16 
inches, depending on the shingle size you 
use. It can also be more economical, since a 
lesser-grade product is used for the under- 
coursing that is fastened with one nail at 
the top of each shake or shingle. 
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Learn about shingles 


There are two ways to do this. The more 
common way is to apply the exposed 
course one-half inch lower than the under 
course, using two nails placed about 2 inch- 
es above the bottom edge and three-quar- 
ters of an inch from each edge. In this type 
of installation, the nails will be visible, 
which most people consider to be unaccept- 
able. 

If you are trying to match coursing that's 
been applied this way, then by all means, 
use the surface nailing. But, generally 
speaking, it's a better idea to always plan 
your work so the subsequent course will 
cover up the nails. 

The other way to apply double coursing 
was common on the West Coast in the 
early 1900s, and is a way to achieve even 
deeper shadow lines. You start out with the 
basic double course at the bottom of the 
wall (as you would with any job), then lay a 
single row of shingles 4 inches above this. 
Lay another row only 1 inch above the butt 
line. Skip 4 inches and repeat. Nails are 
placed about three-quarters of an inch 
from the outside edges and are covered by 
each ensuing row. 

Nails that are aluminum, double-dipped 
galvanized or stainless steel (the most 
expensive choice) work well on cedar. 
Don't be tempted to use plain steel nails. 
The natural reaction of iron oxide with the 
cedar and water will create ugly dark 
Stains on the siding. When nailing shakes 
or shingles, don't push the head too far into 
the wood. It may crack. Rather, the heads 
should be just flush with the siding sur- 
face.

Build up, push out, add on 


or move out?

If you're facing the dilemma of whether 
to remodel or move, the decision can’t be 
delayed. For most of us, reaching the deci 
sion can be very difficult. Of course, living 
through construction work in progress is

Structural considerations 

* Will remodeling make the best use of 
the space? 

* How is the wiring? 

* Do you have lead pipes? 

* Do the flooring and siding (or other 
products) contain asbestos? 

* Do you have adequate space for expan- 
sion? 

As you can see, 
there is a lot to con- 
sider before you can 
make any final deci- 
sions. If you take the 
time to do some 
research and gather 
the facts required to 
answer these ques- 
tions, you will be 
able to make an 
intelligent decision, 
one you will be able 
to comfortably live 
with for many years.

and

Did you know? 

The Weatherization Pro- 
gram, which is sponsored by 
local electrical utility compa- 
nies, helps customers identify 
and repair areas where ener- 
gy is lost due to inadequate 
insulation and _ inefficient 
doors and windows. Financial 
assistance may be offered to 
qualified customers. For 
example, grants may be 
offered to help cover a portion 
of the cost of insulating attics, 


walls and floors over heated 
areas. A small grant may be 
paid toward replacing exist 
ing windows with more ener- 
gy-efficient windows. An 
energy audit determines the 
exact amount of each grant, 
and the grant does not need to 
be repaid. Any remaining bal 
ance after the work is com 
pleted and the grant has been 
awarded is the homeowner's 
responsibility. Be sure to con 
tact your local electrical utili 
ty company for more informa 
tion. 

Once you have asked your- 
self the appropriate questions 
and researched the regula- 
tions, you should be much 
closer to making an _ intelli- 
gent "move-or-improve" deci- 
sion, one you can comfort- 
ably live with. The bottom 
line is to take your time and 
do all of your homework 
before making any decisions.

Unfortunately, the older 
aluminum house wiring 
proved to be a poor substitute 
for copper.

According to the magazine, “Heating oil now costs 
67 percent more than it did a year ago; depleted 
inventories and high worldwide demand, along with 
forecasts of a colder than average winter, are expect 
ed to boost prices even higher.” 

Many experts have said that the rise in oil prices 
has been due to a cutback in production by the Orga 
nization of the Petroleum Exporting Countries and a 
record low amount of crude oil in the United States. 

The heating oil shortage poses a huge problem for 
residents of New England, because oil is a main 
heating source in this region. Howie Seligman, the 
manager of The Stove Shoppe, a hearth specialty 
store in Windham, New Hampshire, says that 70 per 
cent of all New England households use an oil burn 
er as their primary heat source. 

Massachusetts is one of the few states that 
remains dependent on oil for home heating. Dan 
DeGaetano, one of the owners of Hearth Works Fire 
place Center in North Reading, states that, “Massa 
chusetts is one of only 13 states that are oil-depen 
dent.” 

It is clear that many Massachusetts residents will 
be adversely affected by high oil prices. However, 
households heated by oil will not be the only ones 
hurt by rising heating costs. Natural gas prices have 
also been on the rise.

other general recommenda- 
tions: 
* Try to conceal the light 


source, unless the lights 
themselves are to be a focal 
point; 


* Don't overlight. A little 
light goes a long way; 

* Strive for a natural look. 
Lighting should imitate 
moonlight or filtered light 
without glare; 

* Consider illuminating 
steps, paths, and in the side- 
walk level, or any potential 
obstacles that may cause 
injury; 

* Situate lights so they 
don't shine into a neighbor's 
window or cause unpleasant 


glare when viewed from 
neighboring homes _ and 
yards; 


* Keep color in mind. Col- 
ored lenses are available for 
most floodlights. In addition, 
some companies now offer 
silicone-colored bulb sleeves 
to change the color of tier 
lights, deck lights, walkway 
lights and entrance lights;

* Consider the ease of ser- 
vicing the lights. Make sure 
they are easy to reach so that 
changing lamps and clean- 
ing lenses is as simple as 
possible.

creeping way up,” says Mr. 
Seligman. 

According to experts, 
natural gas has been declin- 
ing since the middle of the 
1990s, because energy firms 
did not find it worth their 
while to produce gasoline 
when prices were so low. 
The lack of production has 
now caused a_ shortage, 
which, in turn, causes high 
prices 

Local residents have 
already begun to feel the 
effect of the rising oil and 
gas prices, and winter has 
not even begun yet. Claire 
Morin, who has lived in the 
same house in Andover for 
48 years, says her house is 
heated by gas downstairs 
and oil upstairs. Ms. 
Morin’s home is heated in 
this unusual way because it 
was originally two different 
apartments, and Ms. Morin 
and her late husband decid- 
ed that it would be wise to

leave both heating systems 
in place in case they ever 
wanted to turn their house 
back into two apartments. 

“I think the prices of both 
gas and oil are very much 
out-of-line right now,” says 
Ms. Morin. 


Bob McCready, a 
Methuen resident who 
sometimes works in 


Andover, saw his oil heat- 
ing bill rise dramatically 
last winter. According to 
Mr. McCready, at one point, 
the price of his bill was dou- 
ble its usual amount. 

“When they boost it up to 
double, it kind of (stinks),” 
says Mr. McCready. “I’ve 
got two kids in the house - I 
have got to have heat.” 

Mr. McCready is not opti- 
mistic regarding the future 
of heating oil prices, 
although he would like to 
see them drop to a dollar per 
gallon. “As long as it stays 
around the dollar range, it’s 
not too bad, but I don’t think 
it will ever go back to that,” 
he says. 


Can Dressing Your Windows Be This Easy? 
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While the ascending heat- 


ing prices have caused 
heartache for local resi- 
dents, they have _ boosted 


sales in many hearth shops. 
Both The Stove Shoppe and 


Hearth Works Fireplace 
Center have seen an 
increase in sales. Both 


stores sell wood and pellet 
stoves, each of which runs 
without gas or oil. Owners 
of wood stoves need only to 
pay for the cost of wood, 
while owners of _ pellet 
stoves must occasionally 
pay for pellets. The pellets 
are actually wood byprod- 
ucts that are compressed 
into pellets and then burned 
in order to provide heat. 
Both wood and pellet stoves 
are substantially cheaper 
than gas or oil heating, espe- 
cially considering the 
recent rise in prices. 
“Because of what is hap- 
pening with predictions of 
prices of oil and gas, we are 
seeing an increase in our 


business,” says Mr. Selig- 
man. 

Mr. Seligman 
describes the 
increase in business 
as being “substan- 
tial.” The Hearth 
Works Fireplace 


Center has also seen 
a rise in business. 
“People are coming 
in and looking for 
the wood and pellet 
stoves. There is a 
tremendous demand 
for these products,” 
says Mr. DeGaetano. 

Wood stoves are 


advantageous 
because of their 
cheap operating 


costs. One disadvan- 
tage to owning a 


wood stove, however, 
is that it requires 
more work _ than 
either electric, gas or 
oil heating, all of 
which require only § 
an adjustment of the § 
thermostat. Owners 
of wood stoves must 
find or buy wood and 
then load it manually 
into their stoves; this § 
can be time-consum- 
ing and inconvenient. 

Besides the rising 
costs, some  home- 
owners fee! that 
another disadvantage | 
to heating a home | 
using an oil burner is 
that it is often neces- 
sary to have a worker 
from the oil company 
come to refill the sup- 
ply of oil. Donald 
Richmond, who has 
lived in Andover for 
50 years, says he 
heats his home using 
natural gas because it 
is easier than using | 
an oil burner. 

“With oil, you 
have to have some- 
one come in and 
change the nozzles 
and change the filter. 
Gas is more peace-of- 
mind,” says Mr. Rich- 
mond. 

Mr. McCready dis- 
agrees, stating 
he is not bothered by ing has picked up. 
the need to refill his 
oil supply or replace the parts of his oil 
burner. He says that whenever he needs a 
refill of oil, he calls his oil company, and 
they come promptly, as long as they're 
given three days prior notice. 

Electric heating is convenient, only 
requiring homeowners to adjust their ther- 
mostats to produce more heat. However, 
electric heating is the most expensive form 


that As winter approaches, business at stores such as Hearth Works in North Read- 
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of heating. Siu Li of Andover states that 
her sister had electric heating in her home 
and the pricing was “outrageous.” 

After a few days of paying the expensive 
costs of oil, gas and electric heating, many 
local residents may find themselves again 
looking out the window and daydreaming. 
Only this time, they might be daydreaming 
that winter is mild and does not last very 
long. 


A brush with safety: painting tips 


“Since painting is the most popular (do- 
it-yourself) project, it is important that 
homeowners be mindful of painting safety,” 
says David Oliver, executive director of 
Lowe’s Home Safety Council, based in 
Wilkesboro, N.C. 

Lowe's Home Safety Council suggests fol- 
lowing these 10 painting safety tips: 

Open windows and doors while paint- 
ing, to create ventilation and disperse 
fumes; 

While working with flammable or com- 
bustible paints, don’t smoke or use electri- 
cal equipment, and eliminate all sources of 
flame, sparks and ignition; 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, if your 
house was built before 1978, you should test 
for lead-based paint before you disturb old 
paint. Call (888) LEADLIST for a list of pro- 
fessional paint testers; 

Take precautions when using a ladder, 
to prevent the most common household 
accident: falls; 


It is estimated that nearly 1 million 
unintentional poisonings among children 
are reported each year. If a child in your 
home swallows paint, follow the first-aid 
directions on the label and contact a doctor 
or poison center immediately; 

If you feel dizzy or nauseous while 
painting, go outside for some fresh air. If 
discomfort persists, seek medical help; 

Wear butyl rubber gloves to protect 
your skin. If paint solvent gets on your 
skin, wash immediately with soap and 
water; 

If paint gets in your eyes, flush eyes 
with cold water for 15 minutes and seek 
medical treatment; 

Do not store paint near heat sources, 
such as furnaces and space heaters, and 
make sure containers are tightly sealed 
when stored or not in use; and 

Keep paint products out of a child's 
reach.

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Answer: One vital key to 
reducing your home utility 
bills is to block air leaks with 
insulation, weatherstripping 
or caulk. Whether the air is 
“conditioned” for winter 
heating or summer cooling, it 
is essential that you do not 
let conditioned air escape to 
the outside. Contractors and 
energy inspectors tell us that 
two of the most commonly 
overlooked cracks in the 
house are the crack where 


the bottom, or mud sill. of the 
framing meets the concrete 
basement wall and the bot 


tom of the exterior doors 


where the door meets the 
threshold 
The crack between the 


mud sill and concrete base- 
ment wall is the longest con- 
tinuous crack in the house, 
because it includes the total 
circumference of the house. 
Check the crack to see how 
large it is. If the crack is very 
large, you can fill it with 


plumber’s oakum or twists of 


fiberglass insulation, then 
caulk the crack tight. After 
filling the crack, cut fiber- 
glass insulation bats to fit the 
space where floor joists, rim 


joists and mud sill meet. 


Advances in door weather- 
stripping include bottom 
strips, or door sweeps, that 
are made of vinyl and often 
have multiple, overlapping 
layers to ensure a_ seal 
between the door bottom and 
the threshold. Inspect the 
door sweep on all exterior 
doors and install the best 
sweep you can find at replace- 
ment time. Remember, too, 
that the sweeps keep out sum-

Question: The water pres- 
sure in our tub is good. How- 
ever, when we turn on the 
shower, some water contin- 
ues to come out of the tub 
faucet, and the water pressure 
from the shower is reduced. 
How can we correct this prob- 
lem? 


Answer: The problem is 
with the tub/shower diverter 
valve. When the valve is func- 
tioning properly, all of the 
water should be channeled to 
the tub or shower. 

There are two common 
types of diverters. In the tub 
spout diverter, a small gate 
valve is attached to the base 
of a plunger shaft located in 
the spout. It is held in the up 
position for the shower by 
water pressure. When the 
water is turned off, the gate 
drops and opens the tub 
spout. To remove it for repair, 
unscrew the tub spout from 
the threaded water pipe. 

The other diverter works 
by rotating the valve stem so 
the parts in the valve body 
open to either the tub 
spout or the shower 
pipe. You can remove 
the mechanism by 
unscrewing the stem 
nut and withdrawing 
the diverter assem- 
bly. 

Tub diverter 
spouts and diverter 
assemblies cost $10 to 
$15 at plumbing sup- 
ply stores. Since there 
are different types 
and sizes of tub/show- 
er diverters available, 
take the old one with 
you to make sure you 
get an equivalent 
replacement.

Question: Our 
home is higher than 
the houses in the sur- 
rounding area. The 
municipal water sys- 
tem that we are con- 
nected to does not 
seem to deliver ade- 
quate pressure for 
our elevation. Is there 
device that can 
boost our water pres- 
sure? 


Answer: You need 
a booster pump, a 
pressure tank and a 
pressure switch. 
There are various size 
pumps, but since 
water pressure for 
residences is usually 
between 30 and 50 
pound per square 
inch, you can get a 
pump that boosts the 


pressure 25 pounds per square 
inch above street pressure. 

The pump should be con- 
nected to the inlet water pipe 
and discharge into the pres- 
sure tank. The tank's outlet 
should be connected to the 
house water distribution pipe. 
The pressure tank can be 
quite small and will function 
only to maintain the pressure. 
The pump is activated when- 
ever water is drawn. 

Depending on your 
requirements, you could get a 
larger tank with more storage 
capacity. The water will be 
stored under pressure until it 
is needed. As water is drawn 
from the system, the pressure 
in the tank will decrease. 
Upon reaching a preset mini- 
mum pressure, the switch will 
activate the pump. 

Question: I have just fin- 
ished renovating my living 
room and am now at the stage 
where the wallboard work is 
completed. Can you give me 
some advice as far as painting 
is concerned?

sent a challenge for the ama- 
teur, because wallboard pre- 
sents a problem surface for 
the painter. When painting 
wallboard, you are actually 
painting two materials: the 
paper covering of the wall- 
board and the compound that 
was used to treat nail or 
screw heads, seams and cor- 
ners. The paper face has a 
slightly rough or “calen- 
dared” surface, while the tap- 
ing compound is _ glass- 
smooth. The two surfaces also 
present unequal absorption 
rates and will soak up paint 
or primer unequally. 

Because of these problems, 
wallboard manufacturers 
have always advised that you 
use a latex or water-based 
primer as a first coat on a new 
wallboard. Oil primers may 
dry slowly, soak into the 
paper face of the panels and 
cause the paper nap to raise. 
Oil primers on wallboard will 
often cause very smooth spots 
where there is compound 
over seams or fasteners and 
very tough areas where the 
nap of the paper has been 
raised. Thus, all wallboard 
manufacturers and the Gyp- 
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sum Association, a trade orga- 
nization that represents all 
wallboard manufacturers, 
recommend a_heavy-bodied 
latex paint as a first coat over 
new wallboard. 

One major manufacturer, 
United States Gypsum, makes 
a special base coat for new 
wallboard, called, appropriate- 
ly enough, First Coat. It is 
available premixed, or you 


can buy the primer in powder 


form and mix it with water. It 
is cheaper than ordinary 
primer and will provide the 
coverage of primers and 
sealers, without the disad- 
vantages of either of these 
two paint products. First 
Coat will seal the surface 
and contains enough fillers 
to act as a primer, so it 
equalizes the suction on both 
the taping compound areas 
and the bare paper areas. 
The Gypsum Association 
advises professionals to 
shear coat the entire surface 
of the wall or ceiling with 
compound, so no bare paper 
is left. In effect, one just plas 
ters the entire surface with 
painting compound, so there 
is no difference in texture

Their lawyer 
pronounced the prototype unpatent- 
ed, and Andrew took her SafetySack 
to Pakpro, an Andover bag-making 
company with connections in Tai- 
wan. A company overseas agreed to 
produce 10,000 SafetySacks. 


Today, many months later, 


on North Main Street, and Learning 
Express on Park Street. Some Boston 
locations will sell the product as well, 
such as SoBo’s Gifts and Black Ink, 
Andrew said. 

The bag’s first sales will be used by 
Bancroft and other local schools as a 
fundraiser, she added. 

“We're advertising it as a safe prod- 
uct,” she explained. The bag is a heavy 
plastic that helps reduce the risk of 
suffocation, and the sack’s opening is 
too small to fit over even the youngest 
child’s head, Andrew said. 

After creating the bag, Andrew 
tried her idea out on her toughest crit- 
ics — her three children, Matthew, 10, 
Sam, 7, and 13monthold David 
Frykenberg. 

“They love it. And they've volun- 
teered their services to insert the 
disks in the bags,” she added.
